2 0 From 28 June to 1* July approximately 120*000 North Korean and Chinese 
Ccemiunist troop replacements moved from Sunch j oa (12^56* 39*» 2 5) through 
Songch 9 on (126-13* 39~l£) to Sinup (1264*7* 39 *55)^ where the troops were 
split up* proceeding to the Koksan (iSd^liO* 3&*W) and Wonsan areas for 
disposition on the front lines. An undetermined number of North Korean and 
Chinese Communist troops were replaced on h and 5 July and began to move 
northward over the same routes from the Koksan area# Replacements were 
supplied Soviet rifles* new uniforms* Japanese-type leather and rubber 
shoes or Soviet hobnailed boots* they were accompanied by a large number 
of pack horses loaded with food and ammunitfon* They appeared to be fresh 
and rested troops 0 
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
